The report on tho dofenee 
system wee one or |fl governmsntel 
studios. 

Tho Ebnrstedt report's volume 
I. stronglr denounced the joint 
" dhlofe of staff end military offl- 
ijelnla for whet it oonsldaged their 
failure to omphsslre economy and 
'lafflclency thru unified organists 
’ tlon, Tho report said military coats 
wots "unduly high" snd thnt tha 
military "srn for too prodigal with 
government funds." 

The aecond and third volumea 
contained specific detail! and ex* 
carpte from testimony of 345 wit- 
nesses. Thus* volumes cited 
numerous Instinogg of military 
waste, ihuahhllng and failures- 
I the raipnnalblllty for which was 
I largely laid at tha door of the 
joint chiefs of stiff. 
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
